2. (Original) The lighting system from claim 1, further comprising a vent area for 
venting heated air from the housing. 

3 . (Previously Presented) The lighting system from claim 1, further comprising a heat 
sensor placed within the housing, for shutting off the plurality of halogen light bulb 
units at a threshold temperature. 
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
